The. sad lad l» evident that a lot of 
men In thla county will rote against 
any road proposition unleaa they re- 
ceive a guarantee that the road will in- 
built In front of their door. Such ex- 
treme aelflahneKB aa thla la the thing 
that WlU keep ua burled In the mud 
and prevent all progress and enter- 
prise that can possibly be kept out of 
our county.

New York.— The Rev. Dr. I). D

"Doctor, If you have anything to say 
against the President or against the 
League of Nntlons, we wont to hear 
you. But If you have anything to any 
for the Prcaldent or for the League of 
Nations we haven't time to llaten to 
you." 

••I solemnly awear aa n Christian 
churchman and on my honor as a gen- 
tleman that he made thla statement 
about the President and league of 
Nations." 

Dr. Irvine said that, In revealing 
Senator Lodge'* remarks, he was 
breaking the confidence Imposed by n 
private Interview. That Interview, he 
•aid, took place August 31, when he 
and his associate* went to protost

Home time ago Pennsylvania crude 
oil .advanced and thla was followed a 
day or two ago by an advance In the 
price of Texaa and mid-continent Held 
ells by Ihe I'ralrle Oil A ties Co. This 
last upturn waa apparently the signal 
for an advance in crude oil prices In 
all of the varluua llolda. It appeara 
that the rise In crude must necessitate 
a commensurate rlao in fine petroleum 
product*, ft la not expected, however, 
that there will be any advance In gas- 
oline for the time being and thla may 
not eventuate until next summer when 
It is expected thut tbe demand will 
outtrlp unythlng that haa before been 
known. The automobile Industry la 
Increasing capacity daily, which mukca 
for a decided tncreoae in gas demands. 
Lubrlcatling oils will probably respond 
almost Immediately to the advance In 
crude, as In addition to domestic con- 
sumpton there I* a heavy export de- 
mand.

COAL STRIKE NOT 
YET SETTLED AND 
SUPPLY IS SHORT 

Big Increase Refused by the 
Union Leaders and U.S. 
Now has the Case. 



No agreement ha* been reached with 
the coal miners. An Increase of SO per 
cent la not satisfactory to the grasping 
union leaders and the matter has been 
passed up to the U. H. Cabinet. Thla 
body aut for alx hours on the case 
Tuesday and met again Wednesday. 
Drastic action in behalf of the public 
should be taken. The price of coul Is 
already very high und the Increase 
offered the miners will adil from 40 to 
80 cents per ton. 

Coal Supply Vary 8hort. 
' Washington. Nov. 15.— With less 
than forty per cent of the normul out- 
put of bituminous coul being produced, 
the nation is fucing Its most' serious 
period since the strike of soft coal 
miners was ordered, uccordlng to re- 
ports received today by the railroad 
admlnlstiation. 

In scores of cities the number of In- 
dustries In operation is rapidly lulling, 
while the nution's coal bin continues 
to diminish. 

Officials held out only a ray ofMiope 
for Increased production, while last 
week's reports showed un increase 
over the previous week and Indications 
were thut the production of hfty per 
cent of normal this week. 

Officials said they could not expect 
pufficl. nt production to check the drain 
on the national supply until all differ- 
ences between the miners and opera- 
tors uie Ironed out by the conference 
here. 

Household Needs Pressing. 

Meanwhile temperatures in the north- 
ern half of the nation have dropped 
and the cry for coul for household pur 
poses grows louder. Ho far. the sup 
piles have dealt out rather liberally lo 
meet this demand. It Was said, but 
further releases of coul muat be ilin 
lied If the notion la not to face a ser- 
ious tie-up of Industry as well as 
ti ans|M>rtallon before normul produc- 
tlon la t | ti 1 n restored. Nun 
union dleuicta, while showing aom 
loss In mam returning to work, still 
hold firm, reports show. In some dis- 
tricts. It waa sold, men have gone 
back to their Jobs In large numbers 
but In many mining aroaa the union

The objects of tbe State Association 
are: To have a committee of furmers 
i.t Frankfort to represent them on all 
acts brought up relative to rurmers. 
Including u bill for the continuutlun of 
agricultural extension work In co-op- 
eration with the College of Agriculture. 

The local County Farm Bureuu is 
baaed on three principles: Better ag- 
riculture, better business methods and 
better living condition*. 

The local farm bureuu low an office 
and community real room for farmers 
wives at the county seat, a thing thut 
has ulwuys been neglected In Kentucky.

Judge Young wus on his way to be 
with his brother, Judge Allle W. Young, 
who was ubout to undergo un operation 
ut Louisville. Missing the train at 
ML Stirling, the party started to Lex 
ington by uutomobile.

He said he did not see the 
train until within ten feet of the tracks 
He swerved tbe machine lo the right 
It dashed over a ten-foot embankment, 
overturned and threw Judges Young 
and Sexton on the tracks in front of the 
approaching train, Nasb und Pie ran 
Jumped. Williams remained at the 
steering wheel und was underneath the 
machine when ussistunoe reached them 

Judge Young gained u national rep 
ulutlon when he secured the acquit 
tal of Judge James Hargis in the 
Breathitt county feud cases. He v 
.■in .in nicd Circuit Judxe to fill out the 
unexpired term of hla brother, Judge 
Allle Young, and was re-elected. For 
twelve years he was a member of the 
Democratic State Kxecutlve Committee

He has refused to join 
the union and says the demand for 
higher wage* is not Indorsed by the 
best class of men. 

Another Lawrence county man em- 
ployed at mining was in Louisa re- 
cently and said all thi* trouble and 
these outrageou* demands are the re-, 
suit of the grafting "union agitators 
and a lot of foreigners and d— d 
thugs." 

The public, who pays the bill* in the 
end, is entitled to know the facts 
about the situation and these reports 
are from our own home people who 
are on the ground.

The mur- 
derer, the libertine, the perjurer, the 
gambler, the bootlegger, the moonshin- 
er, the Bolshevist, the anarchist — all 
these are clamoring for "freedom." the 
kind of freedom that puts no restraint 
upon their ruinous conduct. Every 
law on our statute books Is an abridg- 
ment of "freedom." What loyal Amer- 
ican would do away with our laws? 
Only the anarchist wants the laws 
wiped out. 

The human Itelng that is nearest a 
free man is he who hows in humble 
submission to the laws of God; whose 
heart is right tdward his fellow man; 
whose greatest desire is to do no 
wrong to any creature, but to be of 
service to humanity. For him there is 
not a law on the statute books of the 
United States that hinders or makes 
afraid. He is as free as it Is possible 
for a man to be.

THOUGHTS ON THANKSGIVING. 

The following Is rrom J. C. Collins 
who wa* a volunteer soldier of Com- 
rany o. H Kentucky infantry isei-sr. 
He recently visited Kentucky friends: 

As we approach the time, Nov. 27 
191 a, set apart hy the proclamation of 
the President of the United Stale-, as 
well us by the Governor of our State 
to assemble at our homes and our 
usual places of worship, to give thanks 
to Almighty Uod ror the many Idea 
alng* beatowcil upon us during the year 
that Is gone. I am led to meditate In 
my own i>ast experience, and of the 
lessons to l>e gleaned therefrom. 

How well do I remember, aa a sol- 
dier In wur. when we met In cump lift- 
to thanh Divine Providence for the 
preservation of our lives, and ror vie 
lories won In the preservation or our 
country and our flag. And well do I 
remember the conditions in <jtir cam! 
at the beautirul little city of Richmond 
Madison county, Ky., on Thanksgiving 
day. 1««2. The HSth Illinois Regiment 
was In our brigade. Tbu Colonel's 
name was .lesse H. Moore. He was 
minister of the Oospvl, and preached a 
strong and putrlotlc sermon on that 
occasion both to citizens anil soldiers. 
His sermon made a lasting Impression 
Oil at least a part of his audience. I 
hgve often thought of Colonel Moore 
since (hat time, and how tha( day was 
observed. He was a pu(riollc soldier, 
a strong and forcerul speukcr. and a 
truly good man. j' 

I am again remlntrejd or having reud 
in history something' like the follow- 
ing: "Knler Into the gntes with thanks- 
giving, and Irlo His courts with 
praise," 

At Ihe close or the Revolutionary 
war, when the thirteen colonies were 
wrested trom Great Britain, King 
George, of England, proclaimed a day 
or rejoicing, because or the return of 
peace. HI*, chaplain said to him: 'For 
what would your Majesty have us give 
thanks— for the fuel that you have lost 
the best country of your crown?" 
"No!' said the King, '"not ror that." 
"Because thousands or your people 
have been destroyed?" . "No!" said the 
King, "not ror that." "Bei-nuse you 
have overwhelmingly Increased our 
national debt?" "No!" said the King, 
"not ror that. "Why. then nnd ror 
what?" Insisted the chaplain. "Thank 
God," thundered the king, "Thank God 
because matters tire not worse!" 

As I sit by my fireside, and take a 
retrospective and panoramic view or 
the past — or the years that are gone 
to return no more— and or the varied 
Impressions thnt time has made: while 
many unpleasant Incidents and recol- 
,-ectlons come to mind, yet as a whole 
we can only view the scene with pleas- 
ure and *atlsractlon, und note with 
thanksgiving (he gradual, but sleady 
improvement or conditions In generul 
In luler yeura. over whu( they were In 
years gone by.
